Wo hava received from the Ray. A. 
Gurney Goldsmith, M.A,, the annual: 
Teport, and statement of aooounts. of 
St. Pater’s Seamen’s Oburoh for’ 1892. 
Wo take the following extract from the 
report:— \ 

We do not rackon euccess dy dollars, but 
at the same time’ the question might be 
rajeed what eupport is given to the miesion 
wotk by those who presumably are bene~ 
titted by it? An onawor to thia question ia 
found in the fact that the eam of $860 hae 
heen received from the weekly offurtoriea in 
Charch and other money gifts ; aud the sum 
of $900 has been handed over by thé Cap- 
tains of ateamora trading to Hongkong. for 
the support of the Steam Laaach ‘Day- 
spring,’ and towards the Building Fund of 
the Kowloon Institute, . . 
., The Sundas Cargo Ordinauao has proved 
‘itself a great boon to the shipping. Durin 
tho Hirst year of its existonoc the number o! 
ships working on Sunday’ has been reduced 
from an avernge of 57 a Sunday to 2.4. 
The cessation of Sunday labour has given 
opportunities of Divine Service on board 
opean-going steamers to which the Captains 
have very heartily given their vonsent aod 
for whioh they have professed themeelves 
very thankful, It: has! alsn permitted a 
large nomber of ships’ officcra to come 
ashore to Church, and in some cases to par- 
take of Holy Communion, an opportunity 
| gladly takerradvantage of and much appre- 

vinted by many. We are gtad to know that 
Singapore, hos aleo had similar law passed 
against Sunday cargo working, It would 
scem,. however, that both ordinances are 
open to improvement. 

That for Hongkong does not inclade 
‘Coaling :’ and basa somewhat small money 
‘permit’ which admite too easily of Sunday 
labour in the ouss of tho larger.ateamers. 
And tho Singapore ordinance allows the con- 
tract mail steamers to work, and ° fruit 
ships’ to take ia cargo as well as discharge 


it, : 

It has long been felt that a Coffee Houseand 
Dining Room for seamen would be a great 
j bocn in Queen’s Rond West. As this Re- 
port goes ta press we have hopes of ssouring 
a howe in cn excellent position at o feirly 
moderate. rent. We anticipate that our 
first Year's outlay including rent will be 
about $1,600. ‘Towards this sum we have 
abslance in hacd inthe church expenses 
agouunt. But unless we obtain gubstantial 
help in addition from our friends we fear 
that our resources will be ery considerably 
drained.

TRE FOREIGN MISSIONARIES IN 
CHINA, 
(COMMUNICATED.) 

Since the dofinite opening of China by 
tho treaty of Tientain, vast numbers of 
Chinese have found their way—as other 
vast numbers had done beforo—to foreign 
lends, This has been a peculiar emigra- 
on, beset with many ombarassments both 


to the people and governments into the 
territories of which the Chinese have gana, 
and to the Ohinese themselves, and not 
infrequently to their government. Within 
tho same period there has beon 8 steady 
and an increasing immigration into China, 
Tt begats long before the period of which 
we are speaking, but as it was until then 
largely confined to the five treaty-porte, it 
hed very little influence upon China, and 
was very little regarded by the Chinase, 
With the later immigration the case is 
potherwise, [f re take the three provinces 
of Chihli, Siansi and Shantung, which may 
be called North China, we find that foreign 
immigration~confited at first to the sea 
ports and the capital, has gradually spread 
so that immigrants ato now to bo found ia 
each of the provinclal capitals, and pro- 
bably in nearly or quite ‘all of the remain- 
ing prefectures, A very alight oxamination 
reveals two facta;- -first that while tho 
immigrants represent half a score of nation- 
slities, they have this in common—they 
aro all Missionsries. . Some of them—the 
Raman Oatholice—have been in the empire 
a long time; their establishments havin, 
existed nearer three centuriead then three 
decades, Bat they receive constant rein- 
forcemente, and’ whatever may bo true of 
thom, it is certain that the number of Pro- 
testant Missionaries is. continually and 
rapidly. increasing, The other fact to be 
noted, is that all these immigrants come 
uninvited, and that they are unwelcome to 
the people among whom they'come. Asa 
rule the governmenta*of which the immi- 
grants are ‘nationals,’ do. nothing either 
to favour or to hinder them, Some of the 
“treaties . provide for the protection of the 
converts, but leave the question of mis- 
sionory- right of regidence in the interior 
altogether untouched, which for an entire 
generation-has continued te be.s disputed 
question. Whather any forelgn government 
has ever claimed fuch’‘ right’ for. its sub- 
jeots, we do not know, -but it does not ap- 
pear that the Ohinese government has ever 
denied it, -If it-had done so at tho be- 
ginning of the modern immigration, the 
situation . would have been different, 
.thaugh there is iq Fesson io suppose that 
such a protest would harg been seriously 
insisted upon, or that i would have atop- 
ped the immigration whatever the degree 
of insistence. Each separate power wauld 
have protested, each. wottld have been » 
support to alf the rest, and Chins, never 
tekdy to face all the powers at onde, would 
infallibly have given way, Bee 

By not’ raising the question, China set-

felt for a sufficiently.loug period, ‘the diffi-, 


cultive, however insuperable, geuerslly 
disappear. If there is any official in Ohias 
who -might ‘be expected to’ raflect the 
policy. of his..govornment in ‘regard to 
uilasionary immigration, Li Hung Chang 
is the one. But. in. mora than ono teat 
caso he has definitely ordered local officiats 
to cease their obstructive sots, and by his 
intervention has settled thé question of 
‘yight,”” Be bas furthermore favored . the 
adjastment of ‘ missionary:cases* by per-' 
sonal ‘interviews between the-complainants 
and the’ local officials; with s view not 
only. te a ‘better’ mutual underatanding, 
but to the relief of higher officials who 
are constantly: annoyed with, minor cases 
which might easily have beon- adjusted 
withont appeal, From this outline 
‘aketch of the. conditions “under which 
foreign immigration . . in i is 
‘conducted, it i8° rdadily soon ~ to 
be in some of its ‘aspects unique, and 
it is not strange that different obsorvors re- 
gard it-in very different lights, It ia the 
object of thia paper ‘to rocapitulata somo 
of the principal oriticisms which have been 
made upon the immigration and the immi- 
grants-—to which andto whom special at- 
tention has been directed ever since the riots 
of 1891—and to note the replies which tho 
immigrants and- their friends make to 
these criticisms. It is certain that bath 
parties cannot be: right, thongh it is quite 
possible that both are in the wrong. It is 
also apparent that they have often misun- 
deratood one another to their mutual dis- 
advantage, and that they often do so still. 
Shall we introduce them to ono another 
(and to the reader) and sea what they havo 
to say, leaving the adjustment of their con- 
troversy to the futare? 

Critic~You have. no right to be 
in the interior of China at all— 
you ato of necossity an irritant. “Your 
direct tendency, if only by yonr pro- 
sence, is to © get your Governmont into 
tronble with: that of China. Wher you 
have dons.so, you appeal to°the Consul, 
and beg for a gunboat, using the gospel of 
enmity to force the gospel. of -amity upon 
unwilling recipients unable to. resist you. 
If you were to act for a short time upon your 
boasted, golden rule it would carry you out 
of the Chinese Empire with certainty snd 
apoed never to retura. : 

Immigrant—Ié I am violating o right 
why does not the Chinese Govarnment enter 
4 protest, and my own Government sas- 
tain it? Neithor of them has ever objooted 
to wy being where lam. Each has tacitly 
admitted my right, by giving me a pass- 
port. Iam uot conscious of irritating any- 
ono in ony way. [ask no favors but tho 
eame protection extanded to any citizens of 
my country ia any other country than 
Ohina—or even than that which tho Ohi- 
neao laws extend to Chinese, Grant that, 
and I have nothing to ask of any Consal, 
T am not forcing apything pon anybody, 
ond gould not if I would.: If a misguided 
enthusiast had come along way to do me 
a futile favour, the golden rule would not 
require me to banish him without « hoar- 
ing, or require him to depart unheard. 

Critic—Your iunty’ consciousucas. is no 
guido to the rosl facts, You are, undoubt- 
edly an irritant. Any candid friend will 
tell you that you are always and’ every- 
where odious to the pcople of Ohina, and 
are daily becoming more so. Thie was the 
chief cause of the late riots which would 
never have taken place but for you. You 
wero forecd up-n tho Ohineso at the point 
of the bayonet, and now you are reaping a 
rich and merited harvest of ill-will, suspi- 
cion and violence. 

Immigrant.—Race-hatred is a pheno- 
menon neither recent nor restricted. We 
are all quite capable of it ourselves, when 
occasion arisos. Of tho oxtent to which it 
exists toward us in China, few but onrselves 
happen to be able to- judge intelligently, 
for {except employeas of tho Ohineso), 
we are the only foreigners in the in- 
terior. We do not find oarselves al- 
waya aud everywhere odious. There ia 
a stropg prejudice against all foreigners 
which often comes to a focus, a8 in attacks 
upon Europeans employed in the works of 
Chang Chih-tung. A chief cause of the 
tiyts has boon conclusively proved to be 
semi-official slanders circulated | broadcast by 
-Chinesa scholars of high rank, Thess 
attacks embrace all foreigners as well as 
missionaries, The Hunanere style some of 
their own moat eminent men auch as Tsen: 
Kuo-fan and Kuo Sung-t‘so, who have hax 
important: relations with foreignora, as 
thomaclres ‘devils!’ We are not likely to 
fare better than they. : 

Tho treaties protecting Ohristianity in 
Ohina ore neither made by us, nor at our 
suggestion. If the fact that tho treaties 
were signed after the Chinese were defeated 
in wat is 9 justification of attacks upon 
miasionsries thitty years later, it would also 
justify dmving every Toreigaar out of the 
Chinese empire, 

Critze.—Your attitude towards the Gbi- 
nese is aggressive, destructive, egotistical 
and thoroughly onsympathatic. Most: of 
you take little pains to comprehend the 
Confucianism, the ‘defects’ of which you 
glibly show up, and almost none of you 
make the least pretentions to studying 
Taoiom and Buddhism, which you are 
about to uproot and toss over the 
watl Even .whem you hold a ten days’ 
Conference your most tootbeome topics are 
the Missionaries, His Qualifications, &c., 
while the poor ‘Heathen’ is relegated to 
the background, ‘On the great eubject of 
Ancestral.‘ Worship,’ not one of you ina 


Z| hundred‘ can escape the idle shibboleth 


which dubs ‘it ‘idolatry,’ and those who 
can do ao aré outvoted and silenced by the 
meas who are led by learned pedanis 
‘some ways gone in logolatry.” 

Even in regard to the term for God, you 
first quarrel for about half a century, . and 
then each man follows the lead of whomso- 
aver happened to set the precedent in his 
clique, on 

You constantly, rudely, and needlessly 
violate Chinese projudices, some of which 
‘are among their most cherished tradi- 
tions, Two-storied: foreign-built houses, 
tall chimneys, building tites on hill-tops, 
and -abore all s mulish insistence on ‘ treaty 
rights,’ do not make an attractive pulpit 
from which to préach peace on earth and 
goodwill to men. 


Immtzrant.—There is some truth in a 
pact of this, and some exaggeration. Weare 
thatty, diversa-{n origin and ability, and 
subject to many limitations. The scquiéi- 
tiou of tha Chinese language is a vast task, 
Assiontific study of either ous of ‘ the three 
religious’ would consume many’ years. 
Life is short, and art and Chinese literature 
are both long. Non omnia possumus omnes. 
We must take mary thiogs at second hand, 
just as all man do everywhere. Most 
of us try to get a working know- 
ledge of what the Chinese believe, If 
circumstances call for more wa try to kesp 
tp with them, and often fail. The * qualifi-

You will please observe that the argament 
has ‘boon rested wholly ‘upon historical sod 
sociological grounds, and we ‘think. that 
these alone support our position, But.we 
do not by any means plsco our confidence 
in these considerations only. While we do 
not ordinsrily thrust the statement of our 
belicf into. unsuitable prominence when 
our life-work- is, called in.queation, it can- 
“not be amias briefly te define ‘our creed, 
It is that God is our Father;:-ttat Ho has 
a. plan. for tho: redemption of the’ entire. 
human race; that.to accomplish this He 
has revealed: himself at sundry times and 
in diverae manners, most especially in the 


regrot to aay that many of yoji ats narrow 
and bigoted. Some of you are-among the 
‘ance guid’ that ostontatioualy read your 
biblos on deck, quote text whon the sca 
happens to calm down, and are- always 
wanting to pry into the affairs of aomeons 
else's ‘soul.’ Then you: -go home, give 
roseate views of your ‘success,’ and allego 
the vioos of foreigners in Obina as a chief 
hindrance to your ‘work,’ Many of you 
live in palaces and im a‘ style which 
to ‘your converta must. appear princely. 
Others roam over China in an ‘apparently 
aimless wauner, and yet in a way to shock 
Chinese prejudices, against the promisou- 
ous assemblage of men and women, and 
thus todo your ‘cause’ irreparable damage. 
Some of you are ‘faith’ fanatica and will 
dio of amall-pox rather. than be vaccinated, 
while others seam to. invite. martyrdom. by 
unsanitary ‘conditions and inadequate nou- 
rishmont, Every adrt of ‘fad’ sppoars 
to find prompt and adequate representation 
in-your ranks, You are glorified at home 
whoro nothing is known about you but 
what you choose to tell, but it is otherwise 
in the Far East. Tho latest traveller who 
has written a book in these parts while dis- 
claiming personal knowledge, aptly eum-. 
marizes the verdict. of ship-captains, mer. 
chanta and others, that missionaries are 
‘idle, luxurious and mischievous.’ : 

Immigrant,—I£ you ‘go in ‘for ‘ad- 
vanced thought,’ you are probably ao 
evolutionist, In that case, or in any 
othor, it ia highly inconsistent.to ignoro the 
development of religious belief, ‘There is 
no choice but batween a mechanical whity 
laid a rational diversity. The Anglo- 
Saxon race has chosen tho latter both theo- 
logically and politically, To bosst of our 
freedom and at tho same'time to scoff at ite 
resolts is unphilosophical, 

There iv very little. real. friction among 
the different couspanies of our little army, 
and much essential unity,,” Neither are the 
effects upon the Ohinese such aa you 
suppose, Divorsity-of fvrm with” funda: 
mental unity-is very familiar to them, os in 
the Eight Diagram Sects, Your 
objection is raised by . foreignors 
ten times to once by Chinese, For those 
who commit upon steamers such broachos 
of decorum as you name, we make no 
apology. Oriticism begets criticism, and 
those who ore, as you say, everywhere 
attacked, may be.sometimes betrayed into 
breaches of charity. Some missionary 
dwellings and institutions, aa for example 
one of the latter in Fooohow, which seom 
to be ‘palaces,’ aro found to have been 
bought cheap of merchants who had re- 
tired or failed, Tt is not ezay for everyone 
to accommodate himself to a critic who in 
the same breath denounces extravagance 
aud economy, luxury and asceticism, The 
simple truth is that we repreaent the same 
inevitable variety of theories and of 
practice which ore found in tie home 
lands. Why do you attack us rather 
than the people of those countries which we | 
represent ? . 

Critic.— Well, of course, some of you 
are not such bad people after all. But 
here ig one nut which J should like to have 
you to try to crack. Qan it be possible 
that the more intelligent amoung you do 
not recognise the utter futility of your 
Sivyphean task? What headway are you 
making? Compared with the enormous 
additiona to the Chiness” populstion by 
birth, what signify your few handred or 
thousand relapsing converts? “What good 
does it doa Ohinese ta be converted? Will 
it make him more industrious, more patient, 
or more cheerful? What the Chinese need 
is applied Political Economy in heroic and 
increasing doses, . Abstract theology may 
be well enough for metaphysical Hindoos, 
but for cultivated Ohinoze, with a well- 
developed moral-code of high excellence 
and three thuusand yeare old, jt is a fifth 
wheol toa cdach, Let me ask you, in all 
eandour, about how long:you expect it to take 
to ‘Christianize’ the Chinese Empire, and 
whether, if it could really be dono, it would 
bea, on the whole, worth the trouble 7 

Immigrant.—Tho real reason why we 
cannot come to a-mutual understanding ia 
bocansa we are in quite different elements. 
Cardinal Newman refused to hold certain 
diacussivns because it:would be like the 
dispu:e of a fish in the water with o dog on 
the bank. You take account of man’s 
physical naturo, and so you do of his 
psychical, Why stop there and igoore the 
spiritual, which is not loss real and often 
much more influential? Now, we are not 
uiming to cure physical ills with Political 
Economy—which we cannot do—but’ wa 
are siming to cure all ills by the 
infusion of spiritual life, . This life 
is ‘discerned’—St.. Paul eays—by 
zome, and not ‘ discerned’ by others, but 
it is the same- eternal reality, whether 
discerned or not. To those of us who study 
the Ohioese with this in view, the inquiry 
of what use an infusion of spirivual life 
could be te the Chinese has o strange 
pound. Tho ‘use’ is simply new life, not 
in one aspect of his nature, bot in all. Of 
the reality of this transfusion there is no 
more. doubt than that heat-waves reach us 
from the.suu, for the one phenomenon is 
as susceptible of scientific. demonstration es 
the ather. 

Tho Chinese qioral systent Is undoubted- 
ly both exdollont and ancient, bat is it nut 
at present lifeless! Do you. know of any 
way to vitalize it? If so, how? And you 
ask, too, about:how long I think it will 
taka to carry ont our plans? Well, Jet us 
sea—Lt took eight centuries to develop the 
Roman Empire,—It hss taken wbout bs 
long to mould Saton, Danish and Norman 
elements into tha England of to-day. 
Spiritual development, like that of races, 
is slow, but onco begun it takes no ac- 
gount of the mile ratio of proportion. 
Both the raca-stocks mentioned were 
barbarous at . their ttart, -Both became 


lifo of -Jesus’ Christ; that the ‘duty of pro- 
claiming the gospel ‘to the whole creation’ 
was enjoined by Him as His final commend; 
aod that to aid in this. work He has pro- 
mised His Holy Spirit to the Church in ell 
ages. Sincerely and iatelligently beliaving 
this wo have no doubt as to our duty, or as 
to the altimate result. 

To you I do not adduce these propesi- 
tions as arguments, because I liave no rea- 
pon,to suppose that with you they would 
have any weight, but to us, they are very 
real, Whatever you may think of tham, 
however, the profound convictions of large 
masses of aarncat poopla, ara in thomselves 
a potent sociologionl force, which, like 
other forces, must ultimately be reckoned 
with. 

One of the critics of migsionaries already 
incidentally quoted, has recontly-in an 
additional pamphlet returned to the sub- 
ject of ‘China and Ohriatianity.’ Unlike 
you, he is able to perceive that Christianity 
is a great historic, and a still mightier 
potential force, and that it bas como to 
China to stay. Of its ultimate anecess 
hers, he appears to bave not the smallest 
doubt, but he is perplexed by the anomalies 
which have attended its introduction, and 
is overwhelmed with the thought of the 
chaotic condition which might eusue in Ching 
when sn: irresistible Christianity squarely 
impinges against a perfectly compact and 
unyielding Confucianism. He concludes 
hisable essay, with a loud call for ‘ the man 
who can anderatand the epoch, blerid the op- 
posing currentainte wholesome and vital 
union, guide them into safe aud fruitful 
channels; and from the blackening. sky 
conduct the storm-finid innocuously to tho 
earth.’ We too fesl the forceof the difi- 
cultios which Me Michio so cogently do- 
scribes, but we take a“wholly different 
view of them, Thero is nowhers upon 
earth such a ‘man 'as the one for whom he 
calls. If there were, ho would be not 4 
‘man’ but a Jupiter. ; 
~ From our ‘point’ of 
superintendiog tbe evolution of History, 
belongs not to man, bat to Ged. In His 
hands wo are content to leave His work, 

Another of the sharpest critics of mise 
sionaries, who has enjoyed almost uvex- 
ampled opportunities of inspecting some of 
the most inaccessible portions of the 
Empire, has lately published a long 
resumé of hia latast observations, and 
closes with -this suggestion regarding 
missionorios—which I tako the liberty of 
commending to you. 

‘They are all helping to bring a little 
swoetnoss and light iato the darkness of 
Ohinese civilization. Should they not be 
left to work away at their always eufficiont= 
ly disheartening task without having to 
dono amid tho advorso comments of hat 
cohtroversy? May we not as well leave 
time to sh w, what only’ time can.’ To 
this T say—Amen. It is imponsible now ta 
Aecide which of us is right, but I for one, 
am willing to adjourn the debate five cone

Captain Browne of the P, & O. steamer 
Ravenna, avd Lieut.-Commander Keburaki 
of -the Chishima Her, have enoh been 
acquitted, the former by & Britlsh Naval 
Court of Inquiry and the latter by a Navat 
Court-wartial, In exch case ft hes heen 
found that no blatte atticked to the oflloor 
whose conduct was undet inyestigetion, At 
first sight it would seem. that if neither of 
them tade a mistake the collision ought not 
to have occurred. But as ithan already 
been reported that the Navai Department 
jotends to bring an action against the P, & 
0.8. N..Co:, it is probable that tho right 
or wrong will be desided shortly, Mean- 
time it may nut be ont of place to reproduce 
what has been ecid on the subject by a cer~ 


tain person’ who ia reported to Bel tocritory end what-warnot, The authority 


asquainted with nautical matters. 
In the opinion of this person several 
errors were committed by the Raven- 
sia ta connection with the collision: In bis 
evidence given before the Naval Court of 
Inquiry, Mr Browne, the cbief mate of the 
Ravenna, stated as follows: ‘At 4,45 a.m,

Now, eaye our informant, if wo 
take a chart and examine it in the light of 
the Chief Officer’s statement we shall fad 
that if his evidence is correst the point 
where the collision oscnrred must be some 
distance to the north of where ho saysit 
won, As a matter of fact the spot was 
132.40 E. long., 33.56.20 N. lat, This is 
the first point Of doubt in connection with 
the affair. In the second place, if tt be 
true that, at 4.45 em.” the @avnns was 
where Browne deolared her to be, she could 
not have been visible from the starboard. 
side.of the Chishima, . Yet Lieut, Kaburaki 
is clear in.stating that he saw the Ravenna’s 
light on his etarboard bow, and that-ha took 
steps to let her pass in aafety on hia stars 
board side, This is the sevond doubtful 
point. In the next place we’ find that if 
the chiof officer’s evidence is correct, the 
Ravenna must have teached the spot where 
the watastrophe took place immediate- 
ly _ after porting the seopnd time, 
taking no allowance for the order ‘ hurd-a- 
starboard,’ This coustitutes tho third 
doubtful point.

Six weeks ago we commented on tha 
humiliating concesstons which Lord Rose. . 
hery had been botrayed into at the time of 
the annexation of Upper Burma’ in regard
